If she did and failed 
her chances for getting a market price 
for her houie would he ml as she 
would be conceding the optional 'com¬ 
passionate’ appeal in favour of an appeal 
onfr against the condemnation order 
The appeal, she told me, was like I 
was on trial' yet she managed (o cet an 
inspector from [he Ministry of Health 
to inspect her house He reversed the 
decision. She will now receive about 
£ijfJP compensation for the maintenance 
and good repair of ihe house, con¬ 
demned as uninhabitable; it would have 
been worth less than a hundred to her 
Hers is also a lesson lo the other 
people ol Raw son Street, the others who 
did not fight Through sheer apathy and 
what Mrs. Stanley described as 'sub- 
miss jveness’ they have not only let the 
council have the right to pull their 
houses down at a presently unknown 
dqit\ but have on I) 1 managed to get 
about £fi(l for their houses. Mrs. Stan¬ 
ley's neighbour will gel only £50—the 
money is payable when eviction finally 
takes place. 

Mrs Stanley's is not the best decorated 
house in the streel. There are others 
that are m far belter repair. Yet their 
owners have not foughL and on!) over 
the last few weeks have they come To 
ask Mrs Stanley how to. Yet for most 
of them it is too late , , they have 
missed the final dale for abjections to 
be lodged 

Raw son Street has perhaps a year 
left in it. This is not because it is fall¬ 
ing down . I have seen far worse 
damp, cracked ceilings and walls, faulty 
plumbing and leaking roofs in council 
houses. Prefabs, dire for demolition in

and 8,000 workers will be sacked. 
L.tr workers at other companies, 
excluding Fords, face similar pro¬ 
spects 

Obviously the Government's poli¬ 
cies will lead to unemployment, 
nm only tn the car industry, but m 
tubers as well Hardly a week goes 
by now without some management, 
be it the huge ICI or BMC or some 
small company, announcing that a 
number of workers 'will have to be 
made redundant. One would think 
by the way BMC have handled the 
situation chat they have only just 
realised that redundancies were 
necessary Up until the previous 
week BMC workers had been work¬ 
ing overtime, wliil^ Fords at least 
did cui back to basic hours some 
two months ago, 

BMC can not only point to the 
Government's economic policies as 
a reason for its lack ol orders, bul 
can also quote the Prime Minister 
to support its decision on redun¬ 
dancies For only in the previous 
week, at the Trades Union Con¬ 
gress* Mr Wibon said: Tt is of 
paramount importance however 
harsh this may seem, that where 
demand and real employment fall* 
the labour is released lo meet the 
urgent demands of the export and 
other key industries Ai this lime 
hoarding of labour, work-sharing, 
must be scheduled as practices 
totally inimical to our national 
recovery/ 

As the car industry is a major 
exporting one, it might seem, at 
first, to be contrary lo Wilson's 
policy thai so many workers are 
being sacked from the car manu¬ 
facturers, but it is the home market, 
where the economic squeeze has 
been applied. So it is hoped that 
these sacked workers will go into 
other jobs where their skills will be 
used to boost exports But 1 think 
this line of reasoning is false, be¬ 
cause although there ts a shortage 
of labour, those who will be made 
redundant will be mainly semi¬ 
skilled assembly workers, I think 
companies will still hold onto their 
skilled labour as much as possible. 
So rather than getting what is 
termed redeployment, it will be un¬ 
employment Under a Labour 
Government we were promised u 
planned economy, bul instead we 
are getting chaos and sackings. 

There has not been any planning

DEMAND FOR WORK-SHARING 

This is not how the car workers see 
it At meetings called by ihe shop 
Stewards, they have been demanding a 
policy of work-sharing. They are firmly 
against redundancies and although tnide- 


be necessary Although the effect of 
this is always weakened when fighting 
sackings, widespread action could still 
hit exports very hard As it is exports 
that the Government want to increase 
while cutting back home demand, they 
could be vulnerable here. 

AFTER THE WAGE FREEZE? 

The working class is obviously going 
through a tough period not only with 
the Governments economic squeeze, 
but also because of the strong certainty 
that ihe period of wage restraint will be 
extended beyond that of the wage 
freeze and the six* months of Limited 
pay settlements. Statements by Ministers 
inter that there will be no return to 
free collective: bargaining when the wage 
freeze has ended, and that the Govern¬ 
ment wall fix a ’norm" h^ statute accord¬ 
ing to what it estimates the economy eao 
stand. 

With unemployment and legislation 
against strikes or the threat of strikes 
[or wage increases, ihup stewards' orga¬ 
nisations face a difficult time These 
measures are not )UM a means to solve 
he present crisis in British capitalism, 
but are also weapons against the work¬ 
ing doss and their shop stewards organi¬ 
sations. .\ s an attack is inevitable, 
direct action and solidarity can defeat 
the worst effects and so ensure that the 
trade-union movement does not become 
h ^ l c . atld v,eak - accepting what is 
handed out to it. The next tew months 
■ re crucial if the crisis in capualifim is 
nut going to be solved at our expense 
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carrier that tbes choose his work as a 
symbol of degradation ttnl I have 
carried my huk load of dung daily 
through the lecture hulls* evet since 1 
thought it was possible to work in the 
New China for the people's cause. Ihe 
academic life is a degradation that they 
might itnpusc upon the rebel lions dung 
carrier. If l were young again I would 
flghl back Or if necessary 1 would 
take on the task of ihe dun $-earner 
But where there is no freedom there is 
no academic life and the professor is as 
they truly suggest a earner of intellectual 
dung 1
